AND INFLATION 


Sir Charles Gordon, president of 
the Bank of Montreal, is opposed to 
inflation If there is on efact in 
finance more firmly fixed than an- 


other,"’ said Mr. Gordon recently, 
“it is the certainty that unre- 
stricted issue of paper currency 


culminates in disaster.” 

Mr. Gordon refers to ‘unrestricted”’ 
issue of paper currency. It seems 
that whenever bankers mention in- 
flation they always think in terms 
of “unrestricted” inflation, with 
visions of the crash of the German 
mark and Russian ruble. 

Those who advocate inflation as 
a meang of helping rectify our pres- 
ent financial difficulties don’t want 
“unrestricted” inflation; they want 
‘controlled’ ‘inflation, and in sup- 
port of their contentions of the good 
results it will bring they point to 
Australia, as one example, where 
a mild form of inflation is in effect. 


MONEY 

Two articles dealing with money 
matterg were published in the last 
two issues of MacLean’s Magazine. 
The articles were written by G. G. 
McGeer, K. C.Those who have read 
the articles cannot help but be im- 
pressed by the amazing power to 
create wealth that has been placed 
in the hands of the banks, and the 
extensive operations of the credit 
system used by these institutions.
